Honorary Vice President Legal Aid 
Society—Praises Its Work. 


President Arthur von Briesen of the 
Legal Aid Society has received a letter 
from President Roosevelt accepting the 
honorary Vice Presidency of the societys 
The letter is as follows: 

‘IT accept the election of honorary Vice 
I do 
it because [ feel that no society is doing 
invaluable work for the country 
You befriend the friendless in 
the most effective possible manner. Ever 
since I have been Police Commissioner I 
have followed closely the work that your 
society has done, and I cannot speak too 
highly of it. You right wrongs for the 
very people who of all others most need to 
have their wrongs righted and who are 
ta most helpless to secure their right- 
ng.”’ 

The twenty-ninth annual 
Legal Aid Society shows that 
in 1876 with 212, the number of cases in- 
creased from year to year until in 1900 it 
exceeded the 10,000 mark, and in 1904 ex- 
ceeded the second 10,000, touching the 
high water mark of 20,277. During the 
twenty-nine vears of its existence 185.544 
cases, involving an expense by the society 
of $191,563, received attention. Of the 20,- 
277 applicants for assistance 6.227 were 
natives of the United States, 3,554 natives 
of Russia. 3.202 of Germany, and 2.571 of 
Great Britain and its colonies. While in 
former years the attention of the society 
was mostly devoted to new arrivals, over 
30 per cent. of the applicants now are

EXCHANGE REFORM BLOCKED. 


Proposed Aiecblation of Foreign Ex- 
change Bankers Fails to Agree 
Upon Plans. 


At the meeting of the Association of 
Foreign Excharge Bankers, held at the 
oftice of Redmond & Co. yesterday, it de- 
veloped that there was so little unanimity 
of opinion as to the plans of the associa- 
tion that after some discussion the meet- 
ing adjourned sine die. Several of the 
committee appointed at a 
the articles of 
| association were absent from yesterday's 
| meeting, and there were defections by sev- 
eral houses prominent in the foreign ex- 
change business. While the association 
eee maintains a nominal existence, and 
may later on take up the matter anew, it 
is considered that for the time being, at 
least, the effort to reform certain for- 
eign exchange methods has come to 
naught. The reason for the practical 
failure of the proposed association was 
said to be that there was so much dif- 
ference of opinion among those who orig- 
inally joined in the movement, including 
most of the prominent foreign exchange 
bankers and banks in this city and Phila- 
delphia, that no practical result seemed 
within reach. The point was made that 
unless the movement was practically 
unanimous the proposals were very likely 
to meet with little or no success.
